Frankfort, Ky„ Aug. 30.— In a proc- j 
lauintton which was Issued this af- 
ternoon, Gov. Wlllaou seta apart Sep- 
tember 6 as Labor Day. on which he 
suys no one shall be compelled to do 
any work. He urges that everybody 
in the State Join in celebrating the 
day. The proclamation la ns follows: 

Commonwealth of Kentucky, Exec- 
utive Department, Office of the Gov- 
ernor.— Labor Day Proclamation— To 
the People of Kentucky— According 
to the written law of this Common- 
wealth; and +toe spirit and custom of j 
our people, and with moq,t cordial 
demotion to thts law and custom, as 
Governor of Kentucky, I proclaim 
' Monday, the sixth day of September, 
A. D. 1909, a« Latter Day, and set it 
aj>ari as a day rn which no one shall 
he compelled against his wishes to 
pursue the usual occupations. I' call 
upon all of our people to observe the 
day as a legal holiday In honor of all 
faithful workers, men and women, In 
ottr homes, on the farms, in the mine* 
and factories. In all works of manu- 
facture. construction and transporta- 
tion. In shops und factories and^ lu 
every field of Industry. 

The adoption of Labor Day should ■ 
. not be accepted as a recognition by I 
the State of a separate laboring class. J 
All who respect themvllves or deserve 
^ the respect of others toll faithfully * 
and steadfastly. Th« only approach i 
* to a labor class division in our coun- j 
try is between the Workers and the 
drones. Lot us then all Join, not for- 
mally, nor passively, but earnestly ait 
actively In a I rue heartfelt tribute of 
rc»|tect to all who toll, to d<» honor j 
to the genius and common sense of j 
American labor and Its achievements 
in conquering the wilderness nud i 
building up that magnificent totul of j 
material, physical, menial and mor- j 
al welfare and wealth whlch^has come 
to bless mankind In this favored land 
as It never has been blessed before 
in any land or time, and above all 
let u% make this a holiday and trib- 
ute of loving honor and devotion to 
our American women and their work 
In our homes, the hardest, most un- 
selfish, unceasing and blessed work 
of all. Thus shall each faithful labor 
er do honor, not only to all fellow 
workers, but also lo his own charac- 
ter and faith.

Editor Republican: — I have Just re- 
turned from a visit to friends lu Cen- 
tral City and I wgnf to tell you some 
thing about that wonderful, progres- 
sive town across the river. I once 
thought to find fault with our own 
good old town of Hartford andthough 
our people were old fnshloned and 
wanted some of the later-day chic. 
If you please, and gel-up-and-get 
tile rellivoiuas. but since I've been 
to C. C. and C’n I am satisfied to be 
satisfied at home. 

Central City is a good town with 
electric lights, hid under a bushel. 
Green river water without a head- 
ache but plenty or mud wheu the 
river TS up, lots of coal, coal-cinder, 
dust and— hogs, yes, and cattle. 

You would think, on alighting from 
the train that a great agricultural fair 
was in progress and that all the coun- 
try round had sent fhelr hogs and 
cattle to the show. But it is not so. 
The pe«^)le of the town seem to 
think it a good place to raise hogs and 
everybody goes In for hogs. There 
you find Poland-China, Red Chester, 
white Chester, r:fzor-back, long uose, 
half-breeds and no breed, all sorts an 
sizes rooting, rooting, rooting, watch- 
ing for an o|»ening to your yard or 
garden, upsetting your chicken coops 
and filling the town with fleas big 
enough to tuke the sheet from off 
you at night and wade Into your car- 
cass with a drill and a will that make 
you feel like an infiutessimal part of 
thirty cents.

DUDLEY SOCIETY 
J COURT 

Tobacco Buyers Resort to 
Bluff Measure 

Will Evoke Anti-Trust Law in 
Effort to Buy Cheap 
Tobacco 



Cincinnati, August 30.— The first 
gun of a new "tobacco war" In Ken- 
tucky wag fired to-day when Clark & 
Scott, Independent tobacco ntaiinfac- 
turers of Scanton, Pa., filed suit in 
the federal court In Covington, Ky„ 
against the Burley Tobacco Society, 
Charles Lebus, the president, and 
ten other men as defendants. 

Plaintiffs demand $135,520 dam- 
ages. 

The plaintiffs demand damages on 
tlie ground that they were over- 
charged on tobacco they were obliged 
to buy from the Burley Tobacco so- 
ciety. 

Tlie suit Is filed under the Sher- 
man anti-trust law, and the Burley 
sociely is charged with being a mo- 
nopoly in restraint trade. 

Nineteen Kentucky, tobacco grow- 
ers and two Ohio growers are named 
as party defendants. The Burley so- 
ciety is charged with entering into a 
conspiracy with the growers lo con- 
trol tlie white Burley tobacco market 
in the United States. The plaintiff 
alleges that in 1908 they were un- 
able to buy white hurley tobacco In 
the open market .and were compel- 
led to go to the Burley society for 
the product; that in 190ti the pluin- 
ttffs had to pay eighteen cents per 
pound when the tobacco was really | 
worth only eight cents; that In 1907 
the Burley society forced them to 
pay seventeen cents and n fraction 
per pound when the product was 
worth but eight cents. 

In the petition I he Burley society 
is described as a branch of tha So- 
ciely of Equity. 

It is claimed by interested parties 
that this suit will reveal differences 
that resulted In "night rider" trou- 
bles. 

The attorneys for the plaintiffs de- 
clare they will also ask for an in- 
junct Ion against the disposal of the 
assets of the Burley socitey. alleged 
to amount to $1,500,000. 

W. D. Collius & Bros., tobacco 
brokers of Louisville, Ky., said lo 
be the principal owners of the 
Buckeye Leaf Tobacco Warehouse of 
Cincinnati .are connected with the 
proceedings against the Burley To- 
bcaco society.

Mrs. R. A. Milller 111 Only a Short 
Time— Grand-Daughter of 
Former Governor.

death was a severe shock to him. 

Mrs. Miller was horn January 22, 
1858, at Hawesvllle, and was fifty- 
one years old. She was a daughter 
of Col. John C. Morehead of tho Con- 
federate army and was left an orphan 
at the age of four years. She 
became the “child of the regiment" 
which Col. Morehead commanded. 
She was subsequently cared for by a 
friend of her father. Dr. Scott, who 
was enabled at a later period to con- 
sign her to the protecting care of 
General 8. B. Buckner, who adopted 
and reared her as his own daughter 
and he In return received from her j 
the loving devotion and loyalty of an 
own child. 

Her grandfnlhcr was Hon. Jann-s 
T. Morehead, a lawyer of note, who 
was governor of Knelucky from 1831 
to 1838 and who represented Ken- 
tucky ill the United States Senate 
from 1841 to 1847. 

She was mnrried to Reuben A. 
Miller, November 30, 1880, at Haw- ; 
esvtlle, where she lived until 1888, | 
when she moved with her husband 
to Owensboro. Mr. and Mrs. Miller i 
resided in Frankfort for a short 
time. She was a member of the MetN 
odist church, and was devoted to her | 
home.

EX-GOV. TAYLOR PASS- 
ES THROUGH STATE 

Which Gives Rise to the Report 
That He is Visiting His 
Old Home. 

Indianapolis, Ind., Aug. 30. William 
S. Taylor, formerly of Kentucky, was 
laughing to-day about dispatches from 
Kentucky to Ihe effect that lie was 
revisiting that State for tin* first 
time since he hi d it It it to make his 
home in Indiana and that he wus 
contemplating a visit to his old home 
county, Butler. 

"The fact is that 1 have not been 
visiting in Kentucky at nil," said 
Mr. Taylor. 

"Ou August 21 I left Indianapolis 
for Helena, Ark., and I went through 
Kentucky to get there. However, it 
was night when I went through on 
the train and I stuped in Louisville 
long enough to chuuge cars. I don’t 
remember of having discussed my trip 
with anyone. In Kentucky, and l 
never gave out any Interviews while 
passing through the State. I suppose 
the way the report got out that I 
was visiting In Kentucky was through 
an Indianapolis man. whom I met uu 
the train going to Louisville. On my 
return trip to Indianapolis. I cume 
through Kentucky, but again I tar- 
ried only long enough to change cars 
at Louisville. 1 arrived In Indianap- 
olis on August 27 and left immediate- 
ly for the northern part of this State. 

“It was while in the northern part 
of Indiana that I rend dispatches that 
I was visiting my home county In 
Kentucky. W. T. Durbin, former 
Governor of (ndiann, whom 1 saw at 
Anderson, was surprised to see me. 
and laughingly asked If I flew back."

First Who#! Clock. 

gome UT that Archimedes made the 
first wheel clock as early at 200 B. C. 
Other* give credit to Wallingford, who 
lived so late aa the beginning of the 
fourteenth century. But the inoft per- 
fect water clocks were, long before the 
latter period, furnished with wheels, 
ao that the only Improvement was the 
aubatitutlon of a solid body to act as 
a moving weight Instead of wuter. It 
Is not to be wondered at that the ap- 
plication of a weight to clocks as a 
moving power should attract so little 
attention, as water and sand were tin- 
doubtedly thought more convenient by 
contemporary writers. The oldest com- 
plete clock moved by weights Is prob- 
ably that sent by the sultan of Turkey 
to Frederick II. in 1232. In the thir- 
teenth century many of the church 
steeples iu Italy were furnished with 
clocks moved by weights, which struck 
the hours. Hele of Nuremberg Is sup- 
posed to have constructed the first 
watch In 1500. and to hint must also 
be given the credit of the spring clock. 
The fusee was probably Invented In 
England about the end of the six- 
teenth century. But It was not until 
the middle of the seventeenth century 
that the pendulum was first applied to 
clocks by Hu.vghena. 



Thera Are Three Methods Ueed — Cen- 
ing, Lunging and Driving. 

There are three method* of teaching 
a burse to leap— conning, lunging and 
driving. In the coaxing method rho | 
young horse Is turned Into a small ; 
paddock having a low hedge or hurdle I 
across the center. In plain view of j 
the pupil a rider on a veteran Juniper 
should take him over the hurdle sev- 
eral times. 

The traluer then goes to the opposite 
side with a measure of corn or oats 
and calls the horse, shaking up the 
grain and (touring It with Ills band 
back and forth In the receptacle. The j 
boundary will soon lie cleared, and 
when a few mouthfula have been eat- 
en the statloD of the Instructor abould 
be at the other aide of the hurdle and 
the lesaon repeated. If this be done 
dally the hurdle may be gradually 
heightened. 

The habit of jumping *ls thus ae 
qulred without those risks which Mt- 
lend a novel performance wbeu a 
heavy burden oppresses the strength 
and whip nnd spur distract the at- 
tention. The horse’s body, says Coun- 
try Life In America, la not partially 
disabled by the Imposition of a henvv 
load before the powers are taxed to 
the utmost and his capabilities are un- 
fettered. 

The second method la termed lung- 
ing. A long rein or cord Is attached 
to the bit. aud the animal Is exercised j 
In a circle In which a hurdle baa been i 
placed or n shnllow ditch dug. A long I 
lashed whip, used only to keep him : 
In motion or lightly applied at the j 
proper moment, will keep him up to j 
Ills work. Soon the horse will enter ;

Chicago 1 
nnd elsew here the time balls go up ou 
their poles. People know that It is 
five minutes to noon. Washington time 
The clock which keeps the time In 
the observatory ticks ou. With each | 
tick there Is a contact of electric j 
points. A circuit Is closed, aud an In- j 
ptrument on the table simllni In up- | 
pearanoe to a telegraph sounder ticks 
away loudly. 

It goes on to the twenty-ninth sec- I 
ond. then skips one tick, then resumes j 
It* sternly sounding until the last five , 
seconds; then there ts another gup ; 
These gaps ure for the purpose of 
giving listeners nt the other cuds of j 
the great system of wires a chance to 
•know what part of the minute the 
clock J* ou. So It goes up to the last 
minute. 

^ J6t the twenty-ninth second there Ig j 
'again the skipping of one second. 
Finally the clock gets around to the j 
fiftieth second. Then the circuit re- 
mains open for ten seconds There Is 
silence nil along the telegraph wires. 

At the other end, where there are 
time balls or merely train operators, 
tbe long pause Indicates that noon Is 
almost there. The second baud makes 
ou toward 00 und finally reaches 
the mark. Then there Is another click; 
in about a second tbe sounder ts down, 
and that tells hundreds of thousands 
of pec pie tbnt It Is noon In Washing- 
ton. 

It Is n wonderful operation, this get- 
ting the time, nnd highly technical. 
Finely adjusted clocks, chronographs 
nnd other Instruments of great vnlne 
are used, and the taking nnd recording 
of tbe time have reached a point where 
the human equation Is practically elim- 
inated. 

f’J'be results obtained are of great 
value, particularly to mariners. The 
time Is not only Hashed to hundreds 
of points In the United States, hut it 
is sent far out to sea by wireless. A 
table carries the flush to Havana; an- 
other to I’nnuma nnd Callao, Peru. 

The observatory here does not send 
tbe time much farther west than the 
Rockies, but they huve an observatory 
lit tbe Mure lslund navy yard, and 
from there tbe time Is sent up and 
down the Pacific coast. Just as It Is 
from here to the eastern part of the 
United States. In the cities where the 
central time Is used the Hush marks 
J1 o’clock. An hour later local opera- 
tors drop the time balls. 

The mean time Is determined by as- 
tronomical observations. When cer- 
tain stars pass tbe seventy-fifth merid- 
ian. called the meridian of Washing- 
ton. It Is a certalu time. The operator 
watches for the stars through n tele- 
scope. the Held of which Is covered 
w jjh One wires. 

, As (lie stars reach a certain point In 
transit the operator presses a key III 
Ills bund A contact is made nnd re- 
corded on a chronograph The chrono- 
graph consists of a cylinder covered 
w-ltb paper. A fountain pen rests on 
tbe paper. It is held hy an arm at 
tacbed to the mechanism The cylln 
dcr revolves once a minute, and the 
lien moves along the surface of the 
paper, making a spiral line. 

A sidereal clock of the finest make Is 
running In a vault underneath the ob- 
aervatory. With each tick of the 
clock there Is a contact of two points 
These two points are attached to wires 
that lead to an electro-magnet at- 
tached to the arm that holds the pen 
of the chronograph. The clock Is so 
adjusted that each minute the pen 
lumps to one side Consequently ttu-r, 
ts a break In the line. 

There are other breaks, too. when 
tbe observer watches the stars 
cross the lines In the field of tbe 
telesco|>e. The mean time thus re- 
ported for each star, after being cor- 
rected for errors. Is the clock time of 
Hie star’s transit. Whatever difference 
there Is between tbe clock lime and 
the sidereal time marked by the trans 
It of the stars la the error of the 
clock Frohi these astronomical otr 
serrations the sidereal time Is ob 
tallied The error amounts to but 
little, rarely being more than from 
five one-hundredths to ten one-bun 
dredths of tt second. 

The time of sending n flash over the 
wires Is practically nothing A flash 
lia* reached Greenwich. England. In 
three tenths of n second — Washington 
Cor.

If you ask some London publishers 
a they will fell you that uo book sella ho 
well* as o detective story and that pen 
pie atltl And a fascination In the 
Achievements of Edgar Allan Poe's 
Dupln. Gaborluu's I.eeoeq and Tabarc* 
nml the redoubtable Sergeant Cuff of 
Wilkie Collins 

These men were the forerunners of 
Flierlock Holmes, and their feuts of 
criminal tracking were as remarkable 
ns those achieved by the famous char- 
acter created by Sir Arthur Oouun 
Doyle Perhaps the least known Is 
Cuff, who figures In “The Moonstone." 

Cuff looked for clews In trifles. In 
vestlgatlng a smear on a newly paint 
ed door, be was told by the supcrlu 
tendent who bud tbe case In hnndtliHt 
it was mude by the |>ettlcont« of the 
women servants. Tbe superintendent 
said petticoats were trifles. 

W “In nil my experience along the 
dirtiest wh>s of this dirty little world." 
replied Cuff. “1 have never met such 
a thing as a trifle yet. We must see 
the petticoat that made the smear, nml 
we must know for certain that tbe 
paint was wet" 

Lecocti, the henu Ideal of the French 
detective, was wont to explain his de- 
ductions to assistants. Just as Sherlock 
Holmes did to his friend Watson. In 
the story of "File No. 113" a safe has 
been robbed. There Is a scratch on 
the door of the sufe which seems to 
have been made by the key slipping 
from tbe lock. But I.ecooq explained 
that the paint was hard and that the 
scratch could uot have been made by 
the trembling hand of the thief letting 
the key slip. 

He therefore had an Iron box made, 
painted with green varnish, like the 
safe. As I.ecoeq Inserted the key lie 
asked the assistant to endeavor to (ire 
vent him using the key Just as lie was 
about to Insert It In the lock The as- 
sistant did so. aud the key held l>y 
Leeooq. pulled aside from the lock, 
slipped along the door and traced upon 
It a diagonal scratch from top to bot- 
tom. the exact reproduction of tbe oue 
shown In a photograph of the safe 
Thus It was proved that two persons 
were present at the robbery — one 
wished to take the money and the 
F other to prevent Its being taken. 

In the play Sherlock Holmes, the 
X detective, with the aid of au accorn 
pllce. raises. an alarm of (Ire at tin- 
house of the lairrabees. during the ex 
4lcltemeut of which be ts able to Inves 
tigate the mystery of the purloined 
documents. 

A somewhat similar Incident occurs 
in Edgar Allan Poe's “The Purloined 
Letter." when Dupln. buvlug obtained 
entrance to tbe bouse of a minister 
of .the state who bad purloined a let 
ter of great Importance from a lady, 
wished to tnke It from Its hiding place 
^ —a card rack over tbe mantelpiece— 
and substitute a facsimile. While 
Dupln was talking to the minister 
there was a sudden report of a pistol 
beneath tbe window, followed by fear 
ful screams and loud shontlng Tbe 
minister ntsbed to tbe window, aud 
while bis attention was thus distracted 
Dupln Joolt tbe real letter and subsil 
luted the ftjlse one wblclt be bad pre 
pared. Needless to say. the diversion 
bad been creqted by Du pin's assist- 
ants. 

I Although "Tbe Adventures of Sher- 
lock Holmes" somewhat overshadow 
tbe stories of other detectives which 
appeared In tbe Strand Magaxlne. one 
sbould uot forget to mention Martin 
Hewitt, investigator, and Dick Don- 
ovan. 

Both these detectives worked alone 
aud were past masters In the art of 
solving robbery mysteries, murders 
and the crimes of secret societies.
